Participating in the program held 
Thursday at Plano Senior High School 
were Judge Ryan, 
Plano Police 
Department administrative assistant 
James McCarley, assistant district 
attorney Sue Holland, chief county 
juvenile officer Pete Barnes and 
defense attorney Nick Warden. 
Each panel member presented a 
brief description of the functions of his 
or her office in connection with the 
juvenile justice system. 
McCarley led the explanations by 
describing a new approach to han­ 
dling juvenile crime undertaken by 
the Plano Police Department. He said 
that most juveniles are not detained, 
but are given notices to appear before 
the juvenile probation officer. 
“This has kept 600 young people 
here in Plano from being sent to the 
city jail,” noted McCarley. “We feel 
this leaves a little better taste of law 
enforcement in the young 
person’s 
mouth and also gives us more time to 
investigate the major offenses.” 
He added that the police depart­ 
ment is “quite concerned”about the 
juvenile problem in Plano. 
“Half of what we consider major 
crime is by persons under the age of 
18,” he said. 
Ms. Holland, chief assistant district 
attorney in charge of juvenile cases in 
the county, commented on the legal 
adjudication of those cases from the 
prosecution’s standpoint while at­ 
torney Warden described his job of 
protecting the rights of an accused 
juvenile offender. 
“Probation is no good unless there’s 
follow-up. You have to let the kids 
know you’re still around or they’ll go 
back into their old ways,” Pete 


International Boundary and Water 
Commission already is planning a $30 
million generating unit there to go on 
stream by early 1982. 
Statistics show only 29 of the state’s

Barnes commented on his work in 
juvenile probation. “I don’t know 
whether I could make it or not in some 
of the homes these kids come from.” 
Judge Ryan, describing himself as a 
“factfinder,” said that his job in 
juvenile proceedings is exactly the 
same as a jury’s job in an adult’s trial. 
“There’s no sense fooling our­ 
selves—it’s really a criminal trial,” 
claimed Judge Ryan, who also 
presides over the 199th District Court. 
“A juvenile is entitled to a jury trial 
but not one has asked for one since 
I’ve been juvenile judge.” 
He went on to call his role in the 
juvenile justice system “a thankless 
responsibility” and noted that the 
legal procedure involving juveniles 
“is very profound.” 
“It just tears at you to see a juvenile 
accused of a crime that two or three 
years later he could go to the 
penitentiary for,” said the judge. “It 
doesn’t bother them, but it bothers 
me. 
In response to a question from a 
school board member in the audience, 
Judge Ryan said that there was 
nothing school districts could do to 
gain better access to the juvenile 
judge. 
Ryan explained that he was not 
allowed to discuss juvenile cases with 
anyone outside the actual proceedings 
and added that he felt school systems 
and the juvenile justice system were 
incompatible. 
The judge also commented on the 
role of the Texas Youth Council (the 
system of juvenile detention in the 
state), calling TYC’s operation 
“judicial blackmail.” 
“On a scale of one to ten as to ef­ 
fectiveness, I’d give the Texas Youth 
Council a one. Ifs totally ineffective,” 
Ryan said. “It's judicial blackmail. 
They say ‘the more kids you keep out 
of our system, the more money we’ll 
give you.’ ” 
Judge 
Ryan 
concluded 
his 
statements by criticizing the attitudes 
of many parents and teachers. 
“ Some of these parents are 
irresponsible. They don’t want their 
kids but they’ve got them. That’s why 
their children are irresponsible, 
because they’re irresponsible,” the 
judge pointed out. 
“Children are like animals—they 
sense when someone doesn’t want 
them around,” he added, referring to 
both parents and teachers. “And the 
more they sense it, the more in­ 
corrigible they become. Maybe we’re 
all to blame. Its something to think 
about.”

Mary Wieringa, 18, an employee of 
the Body Shoppe, told Collin County 
and Sherman investigators that she 
was pushed from the suspect’s car in 
Sherman at about 3:30 a.m. Thursday 
after being abducted from the studio 
at gunpoint around 7:30 p.m. Wed­ 
nesday. 
She also claimed the man had raped 
her in a Sherman home earlier in the 
night. 


From a description given him by 
Ms. Wieringa, a Sherman police of­ 
ficer recognized the man and his car 
from a car accident he had once 
worked. He led Collin County officers 
to Coppola’s home where the man was 
found and arrested. 
Coppola's accomplice in the rob­ 
bery-kidnapping, described as a white 
woman in her late teens or early 20s,

Professionalism Byword for Rookies

Editor’s Note: This is the third in a series about the making 
of a police officer. Ken Presley was chosen at random as the 
focus of the series, although the story is the same for every 
officer. 
Professionalism—it’s mentioned in almost every breath. 
While a rookie is in training, he will probably hear that 
word more frequently than any other. Experienced officers 
use it to explain their actions while instructors believe it is 
the logical result of their training. 
New officers on the Plano force get almost all of their 
formal training at the Regional Police Academy which is 
sponsored by the North Central Texas Council of Govern­ 
ments. 
“We’re very fortunate to have the academ y,” insists Chief 
Duane Kinsey. “We’d be lost without it. The training is pretty 
general so we must supplement it to some extent, but we 
certainly couldn’t afford to do what they do on our own. ” 
The academy was formed in 1968 at the request of the 
Police Chiefs Association and the City Managers Association 
of North Texas. 
Up until that time, recruit training was conducted in­ 
formally. Different departm ents in the area taught different 
courses and invited other departm ents to participate. 
There were np state requirem ents to become a police of­ 
ficer, so each department determined the amount of training 
necessary. Now, however, an officer m ust complete a 
minimum of 240 hours training to be certified by the state. 
Plano officers get an additional 145 hours at the academy 
plus six weeks with a training officer and any other special 
help an individual might need 
The academy operates under the criminal justice division 
of the governor’s office. Funded by a grant from Law En­ 
forcement Assistance Administration, the academy must 
provide only 25 percent of the costs which gives the agencies 
involved a tremendous break on tuition. 
As well as the basic training courses for new officers, the 
academy offers specialized training and courses to improve 
police supervision and m anagem ent skills. 
“One of the strengths of the regional program is that we 
can pull out those who have special talents,” Jam es Kline, 
director of the academy, notes “We’ve also been fortunate 
enough to get guest instructors like Clarence Kelley 
Innovation and change are constants at the academy, he 
adds Instructors also strive to improve the understanding 
officers have of themselves and others. 
“Police work is essentially a m atter of attitude.” stresses 
Charles Hendren, coordinator of basic program s “ It’s at 
titude about human beings as individuals and society as a 
whole Its how an officer feels about law enforcement in 
general and himself specifically 


“We really try to make a new officer aw are that he gets out 
of law enforcement exactly what he puts in,” he continues. 
“They will be the kind of police officer that they want to be, 
so the responsibility of being professional lies solely with 
them. 
“All we do here is give them some tools,” Hendren ex­ 
plains. “ How they use those tools is up to them in the future.” 
“The academy is good for what it is,” affirm s Ken Presley 
who graduated from the basic course in September. “I t ’s 
regional, so we can’t go into city practices. We get exposed 
to a lot of things though. 
“Our classroom training was basic for what we’re doing,” 
he explains. “The Penal Code and Code of Criminal 
Procedure were emphasized, so I’m fam iliar with the high 
spots. I can find things and that is the important thing ” 
Federal firearm regulations, juvenile law, rules of 
evidence, search and seizure, state liquor laws, and the U.S. 
Constitution and Bill of Rights also form a large portion of 
the curriculum. 
Drawing on Federal Bureau of Investigation agents, 
Departm ent of Public Safety officers, Bureau of Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearm s agents and “street cops” from 
departm ents throughout the region, the academy can 
demonstrate how the codes and laws are put into practice.

Theft Bureau, two hours of auto theft investigation; and 
Dallas County Rape Crisis Center, three hours on rape and

terpersonal skills and communication are emphasized A 
week is devoted to crisis intervention and what motivates 
people. 
“We talk about w ins,” he adds. “ If a suicide is in progress, 
we need to know where that person is coming from - what 
makes him do that 
“ We want an officer to relate to that,” he stresses, “and 
keep it from happening T hat’s why we devote so much time 
to role playing " 
Throughout the training, rookies apply what they've 
learned in “practicals’’ The recruits simulate situations that 
have happened to other officers before them 
often videotaping the resulting controntations so the of­ 
ficer can criticize his own performance, role playing gives 
the recruit an opportunity to put into practice what he's 
heard in the classroom 
“The practicals were excellent.“ endorses 
Presle> 
■ Thai s where we really learn what it s all about We were 


put into situations like traffic stops and family disturbances 
that we’U have to deal with every day. 
“One thing that taught us,” he continues slowly, “ is that if 
someone wants to get you—he can. I was ‘killed’ twice—with 
a shotgun. That really makes you think about what you’re 
doing.” 
The object of the exercise is, of course, to show new of­ 
ficers what can happen to any situation if an officer does the 
wrong thing at the wrong time. 
Richard Hill, an officer with the Arlington Police D epart­ 
ment, guided Presley and other Plano recruits through a day 
of simulated arm ed robberies, fights and narcotics buys. 
Hill enjoys working with the new officers because he says 
that no situation ever comes out with the same result. In a 
typical family disturbance set up, he notes that rookies have 
left the situation alone, arrested the husband, taken the wife 
to another location or been killed 
To illustrate the vulnerability of the police officer, Hill and 
Plano Officer Nina Stewart “gunned down” Plano Officers 
Andy Stepchinski and Mark Stamm as they were walking 
toward the couple’s car on a “routine” traffic stop. 
Neither of the officers had a chance although they did 
everything “ right.” In other situations, though, rookies 
made moves that might have cost them their lives if the 
bullets had been real. 
The possible results of their actions were made even more 
real by the m urder a few days earlier of a Fort Worth officer. 
Reminding the officers time and again of the m an’s death, 
Hill stressed that “ it” could happen anytime, anywhere 
He 
also 
repeatedly 
pointed 
out 
the 
need 
for 
professionalism. Citing the Houston officers indicted for 
murdering a prisoner, Hill stressed that their actions have 
reflected on police officers everywhere 
“What you do reflects on me as a police officer,” he told the 
rookies, “and what I do reflects on you. If we want to make 
law enforcement a profession, we must be professional.” 
Academy officials feel confident that the training the new 
officers receive is professional. By the time a recruit 
graduates from the academy, he has read more than 250,000 
written words, attended hundreds of hours of classroom 
sessions, learned hand to hand self-defense and gained 
proficiency with firearms. 
Plano rookies are retested locally on their firearm s rating. 
Each officer in the department must score 188 out of a 
possible 250 points. 
The annual qualification involves firing 50 rounds of am ­ 
munition from various distances and in several positions. 
This insures that if an officer has to use his gun, he can 
To round off a rookie's learning experience, he is assigned 
a training officer That officer has the final responsibility for 
turning each untried recruit into a professional

Fifty-two people 
were injured and ll killed in 
hunting accidents in Texas 
in 1976, the T exas P arks and 
Wildlife Department says. 
None of these m ishaps in­ 
volved blaze orange. 
The Texas parks depart­ 
ment requires deer hunters 
using rifles on any of its 13 
wildlife m anagem ent areas 
to wear either a blaze orange 
vest or cap. Hunters in most 


other parts of the state are 
not required by law to wear 
the color but many choose to 
anyway. 
Colorado requires hunters 
to wear at least 500 total 
square inches of the blaze 
orange on a head covering 
and outer garm ent 
worn 
above the waist. Oklahoma 
requires deer hunters using 
rifles to wear 500 square 
inches of bright orange, red 
or yellow Unless they are on 
private property, Louisiana 
requires deer hunters using 
rifles to wear at least 400 
sq u are 
inches 
of orange.

onset of winter vomiting 
disease season 
Several 
contagious 
viruses 
and 
bacteria m ay cause the 
symptoms of vomiting and 
diarrhea lasting four or five 
days, 
the Texas 
Medical 
Association (TMA) says. 
Food poisoning, 
cholera 
and other problem s can 
involve 
vomiting 
and 
diarrhea. But many times 
the exact cause is not known. 
Using 
fairly 
new 
techniques, three doctors at 
The 
University of Texas 
S o u th w e ste rn 
M edical 
School 
at 
Dallas 
have 
determined that one par­ 
ticular virus is responsible 
for about half the diarrhea 
and vomiting cases admitted 
to Parkland Hospital in the 
winter. The problem occurs 
most often from November 
through February. 
Most cases are reported in 
children under age 8 but it is 
possible that many adult 
cases go unreported because 
they are less serious. 


J 
Patrick Hieber, M D., 
one of the Dallas doctors 
investigating 
the disease, 
says 
most 
patients 
hospitalized with winter 
vomiting disease are about 8 
months old. In infants, the 
fluid and chemical loss due 
to severe vomiting and 
diarrhea can be much more 
dangerous 
than 
at 
other 
ages. 
In adults the loss of body 
fluids and chemicals called 
e le c tr o ly te s 
g e n e ra lly 
causes the tired, drained 
sensation that accompanies 
the illness, TMA says. 
The federal Center 
for 
Disease 
Control 
says 
drinking two simple con­ 
coctions can help restore 
these elements' 
In one glass mix 8 ounces 
of orange, apple or another 
fruit juice, 
1-2 teaspoons 
honey or corn syrup, and a 
pinch of salt. 
In another glass mix 8 
ounces carbonated or boiled 
water with 1-4 teaspoons of 
baking soda. 


Sip 
from 
each 
glass 
alternately. Discontinue use 
if the drinks cause vomiting 
or upset stomach. Do not use 
this treatment for children 
under age 2 because it has 
not been tested thoroughly 
enough. Avoid milk and solid 
foods until the disease has 
run its course. 
This treatment will not 
cure diarrhea but it may 
make it 
less 
severe 
by 
keeping up body fluid and 
chemical levels. 
The fruit juice provides 
potassium, salt contains 


sodium and chloride, and 
baking soda gives sodium 
carbonate. 
The sweetener 
helps the body absorb the 
chemicals and the water and 
juice give needed fluids. 


Other medications may be 
used but some researchers 
say certain products may 
slow the recovery process by 
trapping the virus or bac­ 
teria 
in 
the 
body 
by 
restricting diarrhea or vomit 
flow. Check with a physician 
for advice about proper 
treatment.

The Board of Directors of 
the Texas Department of 
Human Resources, (for­ 
merly the Texas 
Depart­ 
ment of Public Welfare) has 
voted to end 
its former 
policy of requiring welfare 
workers 
to 
report 
un­ 
documented aliens to the 
I S 
Im m igration 
and 
Naturalization Service 
Under the former policy, 
welfare 
w orkers 
were 
required to report the names 
and locations of suspected 
u n d o c u m e n t e d 
a l i e n s 
discovered in the course pf 
adm inistering 
the 
Food 
Stamps Program and the 
Aid 
to 
F am ilies 
with 
D e p e n d e n t 
C h ild r e n 
Program (AFDC). 
Anyone 
applying 
for 
AFDC or food stamps must 
prove that he or she is a 
citizen or lawful resident 
alien and must also indicate 
the residency status of all 


persons living in the same 
household 
Therefore, 
under 
the 
form er policy, a person 
living in a household with 
one or more undocumented 
aliens could not apply for 
AFDC 
or 
food 
stam ps 
without 
having 
the 
un­ 
documented alien reported 
to the INS. 
Undocumented 
aliens 
have never been eligible for 
food 
stam ps 
or 
AFDC 
benefits, and the board’s 
action does not change this 
rule It simply ensures the 
confidentiality of disclosures

My wife has an old note­ 
book stashed in the cupboard 
with the garden catalogs. She 
has it 
labeled 
“Mother 
Denton’s Garden Notes.” 
In it, she notes plans for 
improving the garden during 
the next season. Her notes in­ 
clude both failures not to be 
repeated and successes to be 
continued. She writes down 
things she didn’t get done this 
season, but which certainly 
must be accomplished next 
year. 
This note-making is such a 
good idea, because we both 
find that during the winter we 
forget most 
of the little 
details of what the garden 
was like the previous season. 
We quickly forget the mis­ 
takes we made, and so would 
be bound to repeat them. 
For example, in her haste 
to get in our favorite crop, 
peas, she decided to shorten 
the seeding process by scat­ 
tering the seed quickly along 
the furrows rather thickly, 
instead of the usual process of 
plunking each seed into the 
furrow, spacing the seeds by 
hand. 
Well, the seeds came up all 
right, bright and green, but 
produced too quickly and died 
off before reaching any 
height at all. Now this failure 
was partly due to hot, dry 
weather which tends also to 
make the peas produce poor, 
fast crops before achieving 
full growth; however, our 
hasty seeding no doubt con­ 
tributed to their poor per­ 
formance. 
I notice my wife has a 
desperate note in her book, 
outlined in bright red ink, re­ 
minding her to space the pea 
seeds. She also notes the two 
varieties which work best in 
our soil, and which we also 
foolishly deviated from this 
year. 
Another favorite vegetable 
from our garden is the 
asparagus. For several years 
we have been trying to de­ 
velop an asparagus bed in a 
rather damp and shady 
corner of our garden, for lack 
of another spot. 


For a while the asparagus 
green bed of feathery fern to 
did quite well, offering a 
please the eye and add to cut 
summer-long, 
attractive 
flower arrangements.

A survey of the nation’s 
teachers, conducted by the 
N a t i o n a l 
E d u c a t i o n 
Association yields some 
revealing insights. For in­ 
stance: 
--Their median age is 33, 
down from 41 in 1961 and 
lower than at any other time. 
-About 99 percent of U.S. 
teachers 
have 
all 
but 
vanished

--Sixty-six percent of the 
teachers in 1976 were ear­ 
ning annual salaries of 
$10,000 
or 
better, 
compared to 33.7 percent in 
1971 and only 3.1 percent in 
1966.
